stead fully prepared for battle.

squadron consisted of Ave battleships, 
five first and second class cruisers 
and fifteen torpedo boats, un d er the 
com m and of Vice A dm iral S tark and 
R ear A dmiral U khtonski.

enemy.

$200,000 for a hospital for wounded 
sailors and soldiers, and $200,000 for 
a school for orphans of the war. 
An official, speaking of the attitu d e 
of the United States and Mr. H ay ’s 
note, said: 
“T h ere is no doubt the governm ent 
feels som ew hat em barrassed by th e 
desire of the United States to in s ta l 
consuls in th e open ports of M an­ 
churia Immediately. 
The governm ent 
does not like to be placed in the posi­ 
tion of putting obstacles in the way, 
but th at entire territory Is now under 
m ilitary control and these posts would 
be w ithin the sphere of the war opera­ 
tions. 
Furtherm ore, trad e is a t a 
standstill at present and the a u th o ri­ 
ties cannot comprehend why W ash ­ 
ington should press this m atter now. 
N one of the o th er powers are seeking 
to take im m ediate advantage of the 
privileges accorded by the Jap an ese 
treaties. 
"As far as concerns Port Dalny, to 
which place an A m erican commercial 
agent has been appointed, the situa­ 
tion is even worse, as it is not impos­ 
sible th a t the military authorities will 
soon request all foreigners to leave 
there.” 


Owing to conditions in the field 
and th e difficulties in the way of sc- 
com m odations, Viceroy Alexieff has 
recom m ended th a t th e foreign military 
a ttach es should n o t join the Russian 
arm y until about March 4. and Un 
viceroy's view s o n this matter will 
be com m unicated to the governments 
which have applied for the privfiHT 
of observing the w a r from the Russian 
side.

An expert nurseryman says the hard­ 
iness or iamb a rd incus of trees depends 
largely upon where the seeds from 
which the trees in question sprang came 
from. 
Hnti'flaetor.v results ar*.* seldom 
experienced by planting a seed obtain­ 
ed from the sunny south, say. By plant­ 
ing seeds generally farther north, how­ 
ever, trees may bt* at length hardened 
aud acclimated until a seed from such 
a tree may be reasonably expected to 
thrive and mature Its fruits. 
Trees, like people, acquire their hah 
Its from the climate In Which they live 
The nor the;'ii tree k n o w s instinctively 
When the time has come to ripen Its 
fruits. 
The southern tree follows the 
same instinct, being in no hurry, as 
there is little likelihood of real cold. 
With transplanting* farther north Its 
bitbit changes. 
The great trouble with most people Is 
that they want to Jump a tree from 
south to north ut one move. This same 
Idea is evident in the attempt lo bring 
various fruit trees from Russia to the 
northern United States.'

The funeral train bearing the body 
of the dead senator and the members 
of his family, arrived in Cleveland (lur- 
a driving storm. 
A large crowd 
were assembled about the Pennsyl- 
ania Euclid avenue station, outwith

.lved more than a half hour earlier 
than had been generally expected. 
Sad Ceremony at State Line. 
At Salem members of Governor Her­ 
rick's staff joined the funeral party 
of which the governor had been a 
m em ber from Washington.

to the bereaved family the condolence 
of all Ohio. The place where this sad 
rite was performed seemed indeed a 
fitting one for it was at Lisbon, in 
Colum biana county, near Salem, that 
Senator Hanna was born.

The members of the family at once 
entered carriages and were driven to 
the home of Dan It.

staff and taking up the rear were the 
citizens committee of the chamber 
and the exchange. 
A moment later 
the top of the casket was removed 
and the face of the dead senator ex­ 
posed to the gaze of those friends who 
knew bim best. 
L. C. Hanna, the brother of the sen- j 
ator. was among the hist to look upon j 
the dead. 
With head bared arid bow 
od, he stood for fully two minuter 
gazing steadfastly with tear dimmed 
eyes upon the calm features of his 
J pother. 
Governor Herrick and the 
members of his staff then passed be 
fore the casket and after them the 
members of the special committee, ail 
of whom had been close friends of lh 
senator.
